Alaska s unemployment rate rose to 7.6 percent in
December, up nine-tenths of a percentage point from
November's rate of 6.7 percent. The comparable
national rate was unchanged from November to De-
cember at 5.7 percent. Dan Robinson, alabor econo-
mist with the Department of Labor and Workforce
Development, reported the numbers.

TheaverageNovember-to-December increaseover the
|ast decadeistwotothree-tenthsof apercentagepoint,
sothemagnitudeof thisyear’ sincreaseisnoteworthy.
At 7.6 percent, therateisnow significantly higher than
December 2001’ s rate of 6.2 percent.

Several factors contributed to the unusually large
increase. Claimsfor unemploymentinsurancewereup
15 percent in December. Also, the monthly sample
survey of Alaskahouseholdsshowsamarkedincrease
in unemployment. The household survey adds an
important piece to the puzzle because it attempts to
count unemployed Alaskans who have not claimed
unemployment insurancebenefits, either becausethey
arenot eligible or for other reasons.

Employment estimatesfrom November to December

dropped, following the normal seasonal pattern. The
state is still showing over-the-year growth. This
month’ s numbers continue a pattern that has repeated
itself for much of the last year: modest but steady
growthin employment combined with ahigher rate of
growth in unemployment.

Theweak national economy may be anindirect cause
of higher unemploymentinAlaska. Duringtheboom-
ing economy of the late 90s, the prospect of plentiful
jobsin the lower 48 undoubtedly lured many jobless
Alaskanssouth. Thecurrent national economy hasless
to offer and morejobless Alaskansmay bedecidingto
stay in the state to look for work.

The woes of Alaska's fishing industry also may be
playingapart. Self-employed commercial fishersmay
once have been ableto earn enough money during the
fishing seasonto remain out of thelabor market for the
rest of theyear. Lower pricesand smaller profits may
beforcing many of them out of theindustry or at least
causing them to seek jobs during the off-season.

Anchorage, Fairbanks, and Juneau all saw moderate
increasesin their unemployment rates, although they
remainbelow thestatewidelevel. Thehighest regional
unemployment rates continue to be in the Southwest,
Gulf Coast, and Northern Regions.
